Anyone familiar with thé crowded section of Fayetteville between the railroad 
and the University campus today might find it difficult to visualize this area 
75 years ago. The map shows that there were few houses in 1882 and that the only 
streets in this section were three that later acquired the names of Dickson, 
Gregg and Arkansas avenue. The only buildings on the campus were Old Main and 
the original frame dormitory. Four of the houses shown on the map are still 
standing in 1957, but the McIlroy home will shortly disappear from the scene. 
General Hill's home still stands on Duncan street but has been much re-mcodeled. 
Mention of General Hill poses an interesting question: How did he get from his 
home to his job at the University? © Miss Williams thinks he walked through the 
woods, along a path that today is Duncan street. Or perhaps he rode his horse 
down the lane past the cemetery and up what is now Dickson street, The latter 
would be more fitting for a former Confederate General. And it is safe to assume

INDIANS HURT BEEF MARKET 


"Abolition" of the Indians is called for in a blood-thirsty editori- 
al that appeared in the Fayetteville Southwest Independent, Sept. 30, 
1854. Headed "Massacre of Lieut Bratton -—- War on the Plains", the 
editorial, presumably written by the editor, William Quesenbury, begins 
with this paragraph: 

"In the following (article), wherever the word 'Indian! appears with- 
out’ qualification, we wish it to be understood that we mean the wild 
tribes, and not our neighbors, Cherokees, etc., whem we class in in- 
telligence and morality equal with ourselves." 


Then follows a long editorial, from which we quote the concluding 
paragraph: 

"Arkansas is directly interested in the abolition of the Indians. 
Our beef market is California, and it must be closed if the deprada- 
tions continue. Our delegation in Congress will doubtless be energetic 
in sustaining the efforts for getting up three mounted regiments. We 
have many persons inthe State peculiarly qualified to assume the 
commamd of such.a force, and the very materials in our backwoodsmen to 
compose it." — | 


(Editor's note: .An article inthe July 1957 issue of FLASHBACK on 
the history of the Oak Grove Church, written by Thomas Rothrock, re- 
ported that this church held no meetings in February 1914 because of a 
smallpox epidemic in the community. The article was of special inter- 
est to Mrs. Daisy Young Holcomb of Fayetteville who remembered the 
epidemic because she helped her brother, Dr. Frank B. Young, vaccinate 
hundreds of residents of the Springdale-Elm Springs area during this 
epidemic. Mrs.Holcomb has given us permission to publish the report of 
.Dr. Young to the state medical society. —-— WJL- 


REPORT of AN EPIDEMIC of SMALLPOX in WASHINGTON COUNTY 


by the late Frank B. Young, M.D. 


The epfidemics of smallpox that have been so prevalent throughout the 
United States have been, as a rule, of such a mld type as to cause 
both the profession and the public to consider smallpox a trivial dis— 
ease, The epidemic that I purpose to report is one of the hemorrhagic 
and purpuric type which existed in Hlm Springs Township, Washington 
County, Arkansas, during January and February of 1914. 


Mr. C.0.White and family left Tampico, Old Mexico, on Dec. 30, 1913, 
landed at Port Arthur on the night of Jan. 6 and reached Bert Carson's 
home in Elm Springs Township on'Jan. 8. On Jan. 5 a boy 2% years old 
became sick, but his disease was not diagnosed as smallpox until Jan, 
10, before which time a number of people had been exposed to the dis- 
ease, _ 


The epidemic spread from this start, finally causing the sickness of 
26 people. Of these, ten died. Of the ten that died, but one had ever 
been vaccinated, and he had been vaccinated in 1864. Of the vaccinated 
_-people who were in almost constant contact with the trouble were Mr. 
and Mrs. White, two White children, Mr. and Mrs. Wilse Phillips. Of 
these, Mr. and Mrs. White and one White child did not contract the 
disease at all. One White child had the disease in a very mild forn, 
not necessitating going to bed at all. Mr. and Mrs. Phillips each had 
the disease in a very mild form and were hardly sick at all. Mr. am 
Mrs. Phillips were vaccinated in 1864 and no attempt to vaccinate had 
been made since, until after this outbreak.’ 


The White family was vaccinated in 1910. A number of other persons 
who had been vaccinated came in contact with the disease before its 
nature was known, and did not contract it. Alex Downum, who had a 
severe attack of smallpox inthe year 1864, at the age of two years, 
was employed as a nurse inthe Phillips home and contracted the dis- 
ease in a moderately severe form, Other persons, numbering in all 
about 20, who had the disease previously, were employed as nurses am 
none of them contracted the disease, 


One child of Brown's was vaccinated after being exposed to the small- 
pox; the vaccination taking successfully, the child did not have the 
smallpox. Neither Mr. nor Mrs. Brown had-been vaccinated previously; 
the vaccinations at this time in both cases were unsuccessful. Both 
contracted the disease; Mr. Brown died after an illness of about five 
days. Mrs. Brown recovered after a t@dious convalescence extending 
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over more than four months. Mrs. Brown is the only unvaccinated adult 
who contracted the disease and recovered. No unvaccinated person over 
20 years of age recovered, with the exception of Mrs. Brown. 


The interesting points in this epidemic are its high percentage of 
mortality, 90 per cent of all unvaccinated adults, the recovery of all 
childred afflicted, and the very evident effect that age had on the 
prognosis ‘of the disease. The younger the child, invariably, the mild- 
er the attack. Qne nursing child at Mr. White's had a very mild attack. 
The attacks rangéd in sevérity from this in the unvaccinated to. the 
death of some ofthe adults within 48 hours of the onset. of the trouble. 
A succéssful recent vaccination in all cases wasan absolute protection. 
In the cases of Mr. and Mrs, Phillips, a vaccination 50 years old ex- 
ercised more protective inflyence than had a severe attack of smal lpox 
in the same year in the case of Alex Downun. 


Another point of interest in this epidemic lies in the fact that it 
came not from the cases that have been epidemic throughout the United 
States forthe last decade, but was imported with all its virulence 
from Old Mexico. The literature-on the subject of smallpox goes to say 
that the disease seldom changes its type; that a mild case seldom 
assumes a severe form, nor does a severe case have a very well-marked 
tendency to become mild. . Nearly all the severe epidemics that have 
occurred in recent. years inthe United States have come from Mexico. 
The epidemic I am reporting is probably the most severe of any that 
has. cecurred in recent years inthe United States. At least, I have 
not been able to secure data on any as severe fromthe Public Health 
‘Service. 


(Editor's note: The remainder of Dr.Young's paper has 
to do with the diagnosis of smallpox. The talk was fol- 
. lowed by a discussion, which closes with these final 
remarks by Dr. Young: ) | 


We have had a great deal of smallpox in northwest Arkansas, and I 
have been associated with its management for the last 8 or 10 years. 
But the ordinary epidemics that we have had have been negligible — 
that is, the results have been negligible. At the time this epidemic 
broke out, I was sick, and I did not have any part inthe management. 
at the beginning of the trouble. But after a week or so, I was called 
into these cases and I found .that there were.two doctors in whase 
territ ory. these cases were occurring, both of whom had been practicing. 
as long as I.had, and neither of them had. ever heen vaccinated. .. 


“Voice: Didn't they get vaccinated? 


Dr. Young: They got vaccinated. In my office we vaccinated between 
800 and 1,000 people during the time of this epidemic. It was-not any 
trouble to get folks to be vaccinated at that time. Vaccination is an 
absolute prevert ative of smallpox. Mr. and. Mrs. Wilse Phillips were 
vaccinated in 1864 and Alex Downum had smallpox the same year. . The 
smallpox that Alex Downum had was of such severe type that it killed 
his father, mother, uncle and brother in that epidemic. Alex Downun 
was assigned as a nurse in the Wilse Phillips house and contracted the 
disease at the same time, andwas sick at the same time as were Mr, 
and Mrs. Wilse Phillips, and he had to go to bed and was really sick 
for three or four days..... 
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THE UNIVERSITY INFIRMARY ASSOCIATION, 1895-1908

The principal source of this article is the minute book of the above 
named society. It is a small note book, 12 by 9 inches, bound in black 
vellum, which was preserved by the late Mrs.H.M.Hudgens and presented 
by her daughter, Mrs.C.B.Wiggans, to the University archives. Mrs.Hud- 
gens was an active alumna of the Arkansas Industrial University anda 
zealous civic worker. 


As W. S. Campbell states in his 100 Years of Fayetteville, p.35: 
"There was no provision made for public care of the sick and wounded 
in our city inthe early days except the equipment of the offices of 
physicians", Consequently non-resident students of the University when 
ill had to be cared for inthe dormitory or in private homes where they 
boarded. In the year 1895 there was no dormitory for women students. 


"Announced from different pulpits on Sunday, Nov.17, 1895, a meeting 
was held Monday, Nov.18, at the home of Rev.S.W.Davies. Those present 
were Mesdames’ Hagood, Neeley, Wood, B.R.Davidson, Zeb Pettigrew, Hugh 
Reagan, Algire, Barnett, Botefuhr, Duncan, Cleveland, Ferguson, Walker, 
Boles, Kerr, Mock, Davies, Perry Davidson, and H.M.Hudgens". 


Mrs.Davies, called to the chair, explained the object of the gather- 
ing. "The ladies were unanimous in expressing their willingness to 
assist in’rendering more comfortable the students who may fall-sick in 
the Dormitory". An encouraging note from Doctor J.L. Buchanan ,the pres- 
ident of the parpbebe A was read to the ladies. 


It was decided to hold regular meetings on the last monday. of the | 
month at Mr.Davies' home. A committee of inspection "to ascertain just . 
what was needed - to render the sick wards comfortable" was appointed: 
Mesdames ‘Ferguson , ee Hagood and B.R. Davidson. 


Officers of this aosociation: were elected’ as PBL President , 
Mrs.S.W.Davies; vice-president, Mrs.J.A. Ferguson; secretary, Mrs.H.Me 
Hudgens. At a called meeting on Thursday, November al, Mrs. ee Reagan. 
was elected treasurer, 


At first four members were appointed to take ohare of the Tannese, 
for each scholastic month, but soon this number was increased to two 
ladies each week. For example, Mesdames Rattenbury and Mulholland were . 
this committee in January 1896; Mesdames Botefuhr and Purdy were ‘in 
charge the third week of November 1896; Mesdamies Walker and Davidson 
were on duty the fourth week of February 1897; Mesdames Chandler and 
Gallaway served the second week in May 1897. 


Among the members present at the Decenber meeting the first year, 
six local churches were represented. It was at this meeting that a 
name for the society was unanimously chosen: "University Infirmary 
Association". It is interesting to note that the initials of this name 
reversed read "A.I.U.", which was the official and pepures designation 
of the university itself. 


The Association _solicited donations of "clothing, bedding, clean 
rags for bandages, and the like", Mrs.Menke, the dainty blonde wife of 


the Professor of. Chemistry, "volunteered to hem. wash-rags". The first 
month cash contributions amounting to $38 were received. Mrs. Yates 
headed the Donations Committee. |

The above report. was signed by Mrs, A.E. Menke and Mrs.Hugh F Reagan. 


Déttio# Henderson had been invited to attend the meeting of the U.I.A. 
on March 30, 1896, which he did and "offered some valuable suggestions, 
which were received and appreciated. He commended the society and ex-. 
pressed full approval of the judicious’ management .of the rooms". This 
was a Nard physician, Dr. G..A. Henderson,. who lived where the Mont —. 
comers ard | store DOM Sands ¢ at : 
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The University catalog for 1896-97, in describing "South Dormitory", 
also known as "Buchanan Hall", states: "There are...on the third floor 
rooms fitted for an infirmary. Through the generosity of the ladies 
of Fayetteville, this suite of rooms. has been thoroughly equipped". 


Minutes for May 25, 1896, state: "It was proposed to set aside seats 
during Commencement week, for which a charge should be made and the 
proceeds given to the Infirmary Association, but the Faculty declined 
to do this but agreed to divide the proceeds of Commencement week with 
the Association". | 


The U.I.A. did not meet from May 25 to geteber 5 that second year. 
The. first summer vacation of the University dates from 1896. Previous- 
ly college terms had begun in March and continued until Nowembers and 
Commencement was held in the fall! 


The Committee in ananee would clean "the sick rooms" and oversee. 
cleaning of the premises about the dormitory. "The Association provid— 
ed furnishings, tables, lamp chimneys and coal oil". In February, 1897 
"Mrs, (Fannie) Dobbs was employed to clean rooms and do the washing 
for the Infirmary when needed". Members of the society not, only attend 
ed to patients but also took pleasure in eae at their own homes 
veins eon eiisiseuale isis for the boys. 7 


It is probable that students were hired to nurse their college mates 
at night. Mrs.Hansard once reported that she had made four visitsto 
the Infirmary and had "found the nurse attending to his duty". 


In 1897 Mrs.W.N.Yates succeeded Mrs.Hudgens as secretary of the Asso- 
-Clation. She recorded in her first minutes that ‘year: "Motion was made 
that Mesdames Davies, Dunn and Davidson call on the Visiting Committee 

from the Legislature in the interest of the Infirmary". 


In September, 1897, the Association "had $40.14 left over from last 
session". A committee, Mesdames Buchanan and Davies, were asked to"go 
to the Infirmary rooms and inspect bedding and report the condition of 
such or if any articles were necessary to take a list of such as are 
at. hand so ‘as to find out what is missing". An inventory,if you please. 
Here is a list of articles bought for the Infi rmary about that time:

At the Decenber 1897 meeting "No one was reported sick". Maybe most 
of the students were at home for Christmas, "A discussion took place 
on the enployment of nurses for the Infirmary and Mrs.Davies and Mrs. 
Reagan consented to investigate and devise some more satisfactory plan 
than the one now employed". Meanwhile "the Treasurer was instructed to 
pay nurses according to the Dector's requests", 
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At that’ same meeting, Mrs. Reagan and Mrs.Rattenbury were designated 
to confer with Dr.W.N.Yates,the local: Board member, and with President 
Buchanan "as to the proper method of petitioning the Legislature for a 
small appropriation for the Infirmary". Inthe catalog. of the Univer— 
sity for the: years 1897-1898, page 12, we read: "For the support ‘of 
the Infirmary, the Legislature of 1897 appropriated the sum of $250". 


Officers of the U.I.A. for 1905 were elected as follows: Mrs. S.W. 
Davies, president; Mrs, W. N. Yates, vice president; Mrs. H. F. Reagan - 
treasurer; Mrs. H.M.Hudgens, secretary. That spring "Mrs.Purdue, com 
mittee to revise Constitution, tendered report -which was accepted. 
Association adopted Constitution and committee was discharged", 


On November 4, 1898, the Association had voted to join the Arkansas 
Federation of Women's Clubs. It is recorded that in 1905 "Mrs. H.M. 
Hudgens was. elected by the Association as delegate to the Federation 
of Women's Clubs-to be held in Eureka Springs, April 26, and the Pres- 
ident appointed Mrs.Reagan to attend in her stead". At the last meet-— 
ing of that year "the Treasurer was ordered to write a check of $2 to 
be sent for dues in the Federation, also a check to Miss Allen of 50 
.cents for typewriting, and 30 cents to be used in buying postal cards". 
Mesdames Dunn and Gulley a aaa the Association at the Federation 
meeting ene next year. 


The meeting of January 1906 was held at the home of Mrs. Yates, who 
had succeeded Mrs. Davies as president of the society. Mrs.Davies re- 
signed both her office and her membership "on account of inability to 
carry on the work". "She was invited to have her name reamin on the 
roll as an honorary member". Mrs.Dave Moore was elected vice president 
in place of Mrs. Yates. 


Judge John N.Tillman was elected President of the University in 1905. 
We read that in November 1906 "The different bills for furnishings at 
the Infirmary were turned in and the Secretary was instructed to turn 
over bills to Judge Tillman". This entry seems to indicate that by 
that time the University had assumed at least some of the expense of 
Maintaining the Infirmary. 


In April 1907 there was some discussion over the desirability of the 
U.1.A. remaining in the State Federation. | However, dues of $2 were 
paid and Mesdames Futrall, Lake and Tillman were appointed delegates 
to the Federation meeting at Forrest City on April 2k, 


Officers of the University Infirmary Association who served in 1907 
and 1908 were: President, Mrs.Yates; Vice President, Mrs.Gulley; Sec- 
retary, Mrs.Hudgens; Treasurer, Mrs.Reagan,. 


We have no record that this society continued to exist after the 
year 1908. In 1903 the General Assembly of Arkansas made an appropria- 
tion of $5,000 for. an Infirmary at the University. That was under the 
‘ administration of President Henry S. Hartzog. A neat brick building, 
‘with wide south and north porches, was constructed for an Infirmary, 
and a graduate nurse and a housekeeper were placed in charge. About 
the year 1940 the former "Agriculture Building", constructed in 1905 
and later used for Home Economics, became the present University In- 
firmary (1957)>

MASON --— Joshua Mason, merchant and postmaster at Mason Valley ,Ark., 
enlisted in the Union army September 1863 and served in Co,A, First 
Arkansas Battery, under Capt.Denton D. Stark. 


BELL -- John SL, BSL, ose in Indian Territory near. Evansville 1829. 
His father, James. C. Bell, came to Arkansas (Hempstead County) in 1823 
and then took a claim in Lovely's Purchase, which he lost on account 
of the Cherokee Treaty of 1828, 


ISH -- Sarah J. Ish, born in Washington County, married Frank Parke 
of Fort Smith. He was bern in Ireland 1829. Sarah's father was one of 
the early settlers of Washington County. 


BLAKEMORE --— Lee -C. Blakemore was born in Tennessee..and moved to 
Fayetteville, Ark., 1832, where he died 1881. He was one of the first 
whit e men to settle in northwest Arkansas. Was a member of the legis— 
iature and register of the land office. He married Charlotte Johnson 
who died in 1851. re ee pee | | 


SPENCER -——- Isaac P. Spencer and wife (Pinkie'H. Moberly) moved from 
Tennessee to Cane Hill where they remained until 1870 when they moved 
to Charleston, Ark, Isaac died 1884 at» his son's home in Yell County. 
Their children were: Margaret, wife of Dr.Kelleam; Mary J.,. wife of 
‘Col. A.V.Rieff; Hiram 0., killed in battle of Prairie Grove; Kate, Mrs. 
‘J. M. Pettigrew; and Maurice W.: Maurice attended Cane: Hill College. 


- YOES ° -—- Rev. Conrad ‘Yoes lived in the TAGE UReERtoEy until that 
part of the country was given to the Cherokees.. He then moved to Wash- 
ington County and there mrried Kizey Bloyed who died about 1849. He 
then married Wilsie Hanse and lived atMountainburg, He was a Methodist 
minister 40 years. 


~ STEVENS — Toe uTe B. Stevens, wetbled in Arkansas where Rupetibevakte 
now stands before even a courthouse was built there... He mrried Tilda 
Hawkins and they moved to seo ‘County. 


BREEDLOVE -- Simpson Baaeaieems born Sulenneasee 1817, married 
Sarah Hicks in Missouri 1839: and in 1860 they came to Washington Coun- 
ty, Ark.

SAM MARRS WRITES TO SAM ALEXANDER 


by Tom Feathers 


From many sources, including the Sheriff's Census of 1829, it is re- 
vealed that Samuel Marrs and Samuel Alexander were among the earlier 
settlers of our county. Mr. Marrs settled on Marrs Creek to the south- 
‘ west of Prairie Grove and Mr,Alexander settled on a mountain top west 
of present-day Greenland. | 


The pioneer Marrs family took part in many of the activities which 
developed our county to its position of culture, including newspaper 
editing and publishing, religion, schools and farming. It is believed 
all persons with two or three generations in this county and named 
Marrs are related to the patriarch, Samuel Marrs. Also, one of our po-— 
litical townships, Marrs Hill, obtained its name from this family. 


From the "Alexander Family Records", a booklet published by the 
Washington County Historical Society, we find that Sanmwel Alexander 
was born August 26, 1804, and was married March 9, 1826. Between 1827 
and 1843 he became the father of 11 children. Mr.Alexander left Wash- 
ington County on April 15, 1848, and arrived in Georgetown, Texas, on 
June 9 of the same year. Here he began a salt-making business. He died 
_. while residing in Texas, on May 7, 1863. | 


The following letter. was found only last year in one of the window 
frames of Mr, Alexander's first log—cabin home in Texas. This original 
house was being razed by a grandson. During a Christmas visit with rel- 
atives in Texas last year, Mrs.L.#.Alexander, a member of our society, 
made a copy of the letter. Many items of historical importance to our 
county are revealed in this one piece of correspondence.

Washington County, Ark. 
March 9th, 1859 . 

Dear Sam; this leaves us all well & whist these few lines may find 
you and family all in fine health. All the connections are well & as 
fare as I know the old man & old lady are well as common & doing verry 
well. I hear of no fuss with the old negro. ILuke is living with the 
old man sence he got back. All the rest is a knocking along as well as 
usual. Times is a little tight here about money & something to eat. 
There is plenty to eat,a little hard to get. Wheat a dollar per bushel 
corn 75 cts. oats 50 cts, bacon 8 cits 1b, you would call it low. Oxen 
from 40 to 60 dollars, cows & calves ten dollars, horses and meuls a 
tolerable fair price. Negros about the same as when you was here, not 
many to sell, A good deal of land selling & a good many new canmers 
came in last fall & winter. A heap of talk about pikes peak & the gold 
mines, A neap is going from this county & Crawford & Benton & the Cher- 
okee Nation. Some went from the Nation last summer & returned last 
fall & are fixing to move this spring. My Sam & John are fixing to go. 
~I have not got in the notion yet. Will wait till next spring & see how 
it turns out, would just as soon go as not this spring. We could go 
from here in about 15 to 30 days with meuls, oxens a little longer. 
Sam started up Arkansaw about the lst of March with pack meuls. There 
is a heap of ox buyers in the country. I guess there will be a big 
crowd at pikes peak. 
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I have not got a line from you since last July. I have written 4 let- 
ters sense & recevd no answer, I guess you havd wroat some at least. 
Mails is not regular or not attended to as they should be. We have a 
four horse stage every day from fort smith to Fayetteville run by Gess 
& Wade pallards & Waldon of Van buren. The over land mail 2 times a 
week from St.Louis to fort Smith. The over land mail has caused a heap 
of people to look along the line for homes. There is a heap of travel 
done in the stages as they are regular. Write if you don't get no let- 
ter & I will do the same. Sam & me fixed to come to Texas last fall 
but sickness prevented us from coming.I was not able to get about much 
til Decem. Neither of us had a hard spell but lingered a good while, I 
only weigh 240 lbs, Tempa 208 so I think we can pull down any of the 
connection. 


I have not had much chat with John Teneson sence he got back from 
texas. I will see him in a few days. Mother has been sick sence last 
fall & helpless for three months, I had to wait on her a good deal. I 
have had no chance to go about much. She died 28 of Feb, Isaac Denton 
on the 23rd, Not much sickness in the county at this time. A good deal 
in Franklin county down the river. We are sowing oats & plowing for 
corm, wheat looks tolerable well, peach trees in full bloom, grass 
short, short, you would say none. I have plenty of apples anc cheap, 
worth 25 cts per bushel, Dried 1 dollar. We have had a warm wet winter 
but little ice & snow. I dont know whether the old man is fixing to go 
to texas or not this spring.I saw him about a month ago he said nothing 
about it then. Alvers Reed has got ----- about well and if - --- 
the most of- —- — — to pay - - — — he is at home working as usual old 
pa - — — — as ever. Old Billy & all is about the same. John is working 
a long about like he was when you was here -— — — — is staying at Cates. 
Murry is working away like a good fellow & is taning a heap of lether. 


I have not heard of — -— — — any in 12 months. Your Thomas Davis was 
put in the pententary for five years the 22 of last August. he is or 
was a wagon maker & farmer. Mark Bean sold that negro man that we went 
to see to John Conner for 12 hundred dollars and legeslatur has passed 
a law to move all free negroes ' mullatos from the state. They have to 
leave against the first of January 1860 or be sold to the highest bid- 
der for life. ----- diled at’ Little Rock. he was senator from this 
county — — — — Mark Bean has got his Steam (salt) factory in operation 
& it does well. this county is improving a good deal a heap building 
fine houses and fencing. Saw John Harness the 5th this month, he is 
married again, he married one of the Abbats daughters. I am not ac- 
quainted with her. Henry Rief is well the old man has moved to his 


place again. You must read what you can & guess at the balance, I 
would scribble a little more not knowing whether you will get it or not 
so I will quit for this time. I have been stopped - ------

‘A scene War Court Martial in Fayetteville 
by W.d.Lemke 


Through the courtesy of 0. E. Williams, we have been able to examine 
the war-time orders and correspondence of Major Thomas J. Hunt of the 


lst Arkansas Cavalry USA. Major Hunt lived on Middle Fork and was. one_ 
of cur county's most active Federal officers during the Civil War. The 


collection of his war-time records. contains orders and letters signed 


by Col, M.LaRue Harrison, Lt.Col, A.W. Bishop, Lt.E.B.Harrison, Lt,Den-. 
ton D. Stark, Lt. Jas. :Allison, and other well-known Federal. oe Cam 


attached to the Post of Fayetteville in 1863 and 1864. 


FLASHBACK will publish items from the Hunt collection from time to 
time. In the current issue is an account of a court martial: held in 
Fayetteville in July 1864 over which Major Hunt presided. Thirty-three 
soldiers of the lst Arkansas Cavalry USA were--tried=for various 
offenses. Fourteen of these were charged with what was. technically 
desertion’-- refusal to "accompany Captain King on a mission (June 5, 
1864) on the Huntsville Road near Fayetteville". It would. be interest- 
ing to know why fourteen men would absent themselves for two days to 
avoid accompanying the jae out the Huntsville Road -- probably to 
Maguire's Store, 


The report of this Court Martial was issued as General Orders No. 7 
‘from Headquarters of the 3rd Brigade at Fort Smith. It consists of 47 
pages, written (-probably by a clerk ) in a precise and regular hand. 
Names of the accused. are underlined with red ink. It is a beautiful 
document and well preserved — as original records go, 

We are publishing the first three cases verbatim and summarizing 
most of the others, to avoid repetition. |

It seems that there was little or no business for the Courts Martial 
summoned to meet on Dec. 7, 1863 and Jan. 19 and 25, 1864, but by mid- 
summer a back-log of cases had piled up. These were disposed of when 
the Military Commission tried the cases that follow -—- most of which 
were for offenses that occurred eight months after the first call for 
a meeting of the Commission. | 


The Report of the Court Martial was issued from 3rd Brigade Headquar-— 
ters at Fort Smith and. bears the date Aug. 15, 1864. However, the report 
does not give the date when the Military Commission met in Fayetteville. 
‘Since most of the offenses occurred during the first week of June 1864 — 
one as late as June 16 -- it may be assumed that the Court Martial was 
held during the month of July 1864.

Wood, Morris, Dunnell and Owens are also confirmed, The prisoners will 
be released and returned to duty. 


The findings and sentences in the cases of Privates Gilbert, Rickets, 
Wilson, and Evans are disapproved. A prisoner cannot be sentenced and 
punished by a Court Martial when not found guilty of one or more of 
the charges preferred against him.

The most astonishing thing in this Court Martial report was ‘the 
deliberate refusal of 14 men of the lst Arkansas Cavalry to accompany 
their Captain on June 5, 1864, on an assignment "on the Huntsville Road 
near Fayetteville". kleven of them were absent only one day (June 5) 
but three (Carney, Malicoat, Jones) stayed away two days. 

‘The punishment for these violations of the Articles of War seems 
un:usually mild. - It is possible that military discipline in the First 
Arkansas Cavalry in Fayetteville during the spring and summer of 1864 
was not too strict. -—— WJL)

It Doesn't Have To Be Ancient To Be History 


So long as students and alumni of the University of Arkansas thrill 
to."Alma Mater", the name°'of the composer of that hymn, the late 
Henry D. Tovey, will always be remembered. In other words, Professor 
Tovey is assured of a place in the history of the University, of the 
po ERNE and wherever Razorbacks are assembled. 


It comes as something of a surprise to learn -- from Belden Wiggles- 
worth of Washington, D.C. -— that the U.S. government has placed Henry 


Tovey's name in its records, in quite a different field than music. =’ 


Mr. Wigglesworth, a former Fayetteville resident, was doing some re- 
search inthe National Archives. There was a book onthe table at 
which he was sitting. It was Vol. XVIII of U.S. Life Saving Reports, 
1912-1914. . He flipped the pages at random but stopped when he saw on 
the printed page "Henry D. Tovey of Fayetteville, Arkansas." He sends 
us a resume of what he read in the government report: 


Henry D. Tovey and three others on a bathing raft at Hol- 
. Land, Michigan, were carried out by undertow into open lake. 
. Raft capsized in’ rough water'several hundred yards off shore. 
- His three companions fought their way through heavy surf but 
Tovey was helpless, 
- + Crew members of the Life Saving Station of Holland, Michi- 
“figan, tried to swim out to him but could not make it. A boat 
was finally launched and reached Tovey 100 yards off shore. 
Tove:.y was floating on the furface,:.face down, motionless. — 
<i They worked over him in the boat and again on shore, First 
coesigns of life came 10 or 12 minutes after reaching shore, 
Patient moaned ‘after lungs were freed of water. Two hypo- 
» dermic injections were made: one of strychnine and one of 
brandy, andthe patient struggled feebly. In two days the 
patient was recovered sufficiently to leave the Holland Life 
Saving Station, walking unassisted to his hotel. He later 
wrote a letter of thanks.

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CIVIL WAR PENSION CLAIMS * I 
by: Wed.Lemke> 


With this installment, FLASHBACK begins publication of pension and 
bounty claims filed by George W.M. Reed, Fayetteville attorney, on be- 
half of Union veterans of the Civil War. These claims were filed from 
1865 to 1885. They are described in Captain Reed's ledger, which has 
been made available to us by his son, J. Fay Reed, who is a member of 
our Society. re cera: 


Most of George W.M. Reed's clients were residents of Washington and 
neighboring counties and of the Cherokee Nation(veterans of the Indian 
Home Guards). We plan to send the Cherokee pension applications to the 
Oklahoma Historical Society's publication - Chronicles of Oklahoma. 


Because of the —hundreds of applications and their length, ; we will 
summarize them, giving only the important facts. However, the first 
three pension claims (John W. Rutherford, William W. Moore and Joel M. 
Ferguson) are given complete, in order to show the time )apse between 
the filing of a claim and final action thereon, and also to show the 
legal work involved in prosecuting a pension claim, The attorney usu- 
ally collected half of any lump sum allowed. In the case of pension 
increases and other small claims, Captain Reed charged the customary 
attorney's fee of $25.

RECORDS from the COURT MARTIAL 
of RICH BOGGS, Private in Co.F, 2nd Cherokee Regt, CSA 


(Editor's note: Among some.old records recently discovered by Alvin 
Seamster of Bentonville are the orders, muster roll and other papers of 
the 2nd Cherokee Regiment CSA. This regiment had several companies that 
were made-up largely of Benton County men, with a few from the north- 
western part of Washington County. Among these records is the report of 
a Court Martial held March 7, 1863 at Camp Steele, Choctaw Nation. Camp 
Steele was at that time headquarters of the 2nd Cherokee Regiment. The 
report of the Court: Martial consists chiefly of three depositons. The 
report reads as follows. -- WJL)

That all he knows is what Rich Boggs told me himself, that his broth- 
er -in law Lovely Rogers and his cousin Wm.Young had come to his (Hoggs) 
house and stayed all night, when they robbed Mayes, a Southern man. 

Rich Boggs the defendant is a soldier in the Confederate service, be- 
longing to the 2nd Cherokee Regt. . Boggs further informed witness that 
a few days previous to the robbing of Mayes, Young and Rogers called at 
-his. house and took dinner with him. ates 

Young had been: down about home. Boggs was sent by Capt. Brewer from 
Webbers across-the river to inform Wm.L.Holt that the enemy was in the 
neighborhood, and was ordered: by the Captain to return to the company 
the same evening, but he did not return and never returned yet. He says 
he was captured next morning by the enemy — this was on the evening be- 
fore the enemy attacked us at Webher Falls, C.N. 

The Rogers and Young here spoken of are deserters from thé Confeder-— 
ate, they having belonged to Col.Drew's regt. After Boggs returned home 
he did not return to the company. From the conversation I had with 
Boggs, it appears they (the Pins) were frequently about his house, mak- 
ing it their stopping place .whenever they came about. Boggs, to my 
knowledge, never informed any of the officers of ‘these circumstances 
and.:would not have told me .if [had not asked ‘him: about. it ‘after he 
came back from being captured. I could get nothing out of him-as he did 
not seem the same man, having changed so much, When Southern men stay 
across the river Boggs remained quiet at: home and was not molested by 
the. enemy. 


Deposition of Martin Payne 


Came personally before me J. A. Scales, Martin Payne,- who: on oath 
states, a short time after Rich Boggs, defendant, returned home after 
‘being captured, I was at his house, and phillip, the man that run off 
with Mr,Holt's negroes, came there and Boggs asked him to get down and 
come in, but he (Phillip) did not. His wife (Phillip's) was there and 
he went and talked with her. Boggs told me to ride up the road and see 
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if any one was coming. Vwhen I returned to the house Boggs told me not 
to tell any one that Phillip had been there, for people called him a 
Pin and if they knew that Phillip had been there they would still call 
him one. Boggs! wife told Phillip that there were four or five Pins 
about hunting horses, but they were going back that day. Boggs acted as 
if he was.friendly to the Pins. Boggs is my uncle, I live with W.L.Holt 
and Boggs: never said that he was going back to his company.

A Tobacco Friendship of 49 Years 
(Printed in Washington County Review in 1899) 


Forty-nine years ago last Thursday, Col. J. H. VanHoose and Dick and 
Nathan Gregg, then boys just budding into manhood, brought a load of 
meal to Fayetteville from Gregg's Mill on Middle Fork of White River 
to exchange for groceries, and on that day formed a habit which they: 
never have abandoned, viz, that of chewing tobacco. Before leaving 
town they purchased a large plug of flat tobacco and learned to masti- 
cate the weed with great relish; and while this continual chewing has 
cost each of them a little fortune during the past 49 years, there is 
some recompense in return by way of pleasure and happy memories that 
greatly ameliorate the idea of extravagance, 

Since the occurrence of this incident, every year on the 5th ofApril 
Col, VanHoose has bought a plug of flat tobacco and sent one-third of 
it .to each of his boyhood chums as a memento, retaining the other 
third for himself, Last Thursday he accompanied his annual contribute 
with the following poetical efforts, written 49 years apart: 


MADE, LODO 
Let's hitch up the oxen, boys, we must be off to town, 
Although the day is cold and the snow is coming down, 
Some family supplies are needed, for which our meal will pay, 
_And thoughts of Flat Tobacker will cheer us on our way.

society Acquires Books from Pyeatt Library 
by W. J. Lemke 


Our request for books for our Memorial Bookshelf struck a responsive 
chord at Cane Hill, Mrs.d.H.Pyeatt was just getting ready to move to 
her new home at Lincoln. She wrote us that she had some of the books 
of her late husband (James H. Pyeatt,) and of her father (J.S. Edmiston) 
and that she would give them to our Society. So, the very next day we 
drove out to Cane Hill and came back with a hundred books. We have 
placed some of these.on the Memorial Bookshelf at Prairie Grove, 
others in our WCHS collection, and a few in other libraries. Among the 
rare books that Mrs. Pyeatt gave us are Dabney's "Life of Stonewall 
Jackson" (1866), Alexander Stephens! "The War Between the States"

An un- 
usual thing about these old textbooks is their excellent condition 
and the fact that they were used by children of some of old families, 
whose names are inscribed in the books. For e#ample, Xenophon's Memor- 
abilia bears the signature of (1861) W. N. Yates,-Cane Hill, Another 
text has the signature of Alice Lee Lacy. There are several: books bear- 
ing the signature "J. T. Conway, Washington, Ark." Two of the’Conways 
“attended Cane Hill College in 1875-75. They were from. Hempstead County 
but were kin of J. S. Conway, first governor of Arkansas who lived in 
adjoining Lafayette County. Many of the textbooks bear the signature 
of John S. Edmiston. A set of early math texts (1860) bears the name 
. of H.C.Warfield. . There are also some texts used in the 1890's in the 
Arkansas Industrial University, bearing such names as H.R.Pyeatt, Erin 
Edmiston, Lacy Edmiston and Maude Buchanan. | .

Some of the books contain interesting inscriptions. For example, the 
copy of "Hamilton, the Young Artist" is inscribed: "Presented to Alex- 
ander Lacy by his cousin, Sam Henderson, Sept. 8th, 1852." One of the 
mathematics texts used by H.C.Warfield in the 60's is inscribed: "Bet- 
tie Hutchings, Mollie Hutchings, My pretty cousins." John S. Edmiston 
had the habit of entering the beginning date and closing date in each 
textbook: Analogy of Religion,"commenced Feb.7, 1876. Finished May 20 
1876", His Greek Grammar says "Began Nov. 23, 1874."

THE TURRENTINE FAMILY 


One of our favorite historical publications is The Turrentine Family, 
a newsletter published by G.R.Turrentine of Russellville, Ark., who is 
the historian of the Turrentine Family Association.

The issue is distinguished by a dramatic account of the dis- 
covery, in Orange County, North Carolina, of the graves of Samuel and 
Alexander Turrentine, the immigrant ancestors of all Turrentines in 
the U.S. The account fully justifies the author's closing quotation:

John West was Sani in Chatham County, N.C., Feb. 19, 1784, and died 


in Crawford County, Ark., April 30, 1859. Lavinia Howard West was born 
in Logan County, Ky., March 9, 1795, and died in 1867. They were mar- 
ried in Logan County, Ky., Jan. 7, 1814. 


~John West's father’ was William West, a soldier of the American Revo— 


lution. It was from fs record that I went into the D.A.R. 


John and Lavinia West came to Fayetteville. ihciees in 1832. We have a 
tradition that their home was where the University of Arkansas now is. 
The late Miss Lina X Reed said that the Wests' pasture gate was at the 
end of Dickson street, about where the entrance walk to Old Main now 
starts. John and Lavinia West were the parents of 12 children -—- seven

‘amination of the "effects" of the dead Federal he found a 
journal in which the soldier had kept a daily record, but he 
had been. killed before. he had an opportunity of making an 
entry for that day. Dorman wishing to keep the record un— 
broken made the entry: "May 10, 1864. I was killed today."

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Much History in Crawford County's Heritage 


The second number of The Heritage, published by the Crawford County 
Historical Society, made its appearance Oct.22. It is a 34-page issue 
and contains much valuable material, Outstanding are the following 
articles: 

"Three Old Roads Carry Us Back to Days Gone By", by H. A. Taylor 

"The Dr. J. S. Bushong Family", by Edna Early Markham 

"Cotton Gins of Crawford County", by J. A. Burns 

"Poetic Nostalgia", by Ruie Ann Park 


- Mrs. Park's article concerns the history of old Flat Rock school and 
the pioneer families of that community — Smith, Stevenson, Shibley, 
and others, The story makes fascinating reading. It begins with a 
schol song "composed by A.W. Hull who taught a writing school at the 
Flat Rock school house in 1852". In her closing sentence Mrs.Park says 
she believes that the pupils of long-vanished Flat Rock school would 
bless her for reviving the school song. So far as we are concerned 
she is thrice blessed: 1) for reviving a century-old school song; 2) 
for a thorough research job, ranging from Neal's Prairie in Crawford 
County tothe National Archives in Washington, D.C.; and 3) for the 
delightful and sympathetic style in which the account is written. 


As for J.A.Burns! article on cotton gins in Crawford County -—- this 
information is most important. It includes a list of 68 cotton gins, 
together with their location and the names of operators. Crawford's 
cotton period is similar to Washington County's apple era. It would be 
quite a task to compile a list of apple evaporators in our county. 


As most of our readers know, Crawford County history laps over inte 
Washington County. That's why Isabel France, who lives near the Craw— 
ford-Washington County line, calls it "Lapland". § Just one example: 
Jacob Yoes, ~early—day merchant who had stores at West Fork, Winslow 
and elsewhere in our county and whose descendants still operate a 
store at Greenland, is named in the Herit age article as the builder 
and first operator of the only cotton gin still in operation (1957) in 
Crawford County --— at Yoestown "adjacent to the Arkansas River near 
the mouth of Clear Creek", |

Cephas Washburn's Ministerial Credentials 


;+«The Rev, Cephas Washburn, noted missionary to the Cherokees. who 
- founded the first Protestant school in Arkansas at Dwight Mission in 
1821 ard later taught in several Washington County schools, recorded 
his credentials as a minister in Benton County. He probably recorded 
them-in Washington County also, but the first Marriage Record Book of 
our county was lost. The Benton County entry reads as follows: 


This certifies that at a regular appointed meeting of the Royalton 
Association holden at Braintrie, Orange County, State of Vermont, 
Cephas Washburn, a licentiate from this board, at his request and be- 
ing duly.examined for this purpose, was publickly ordained and set 
-apart to the work of the Gospel ministry by the laying on‘of the hand 
of the Presbytery. And as such we now most cordially and cheerfully 
-recommend him inthe exercise of his sacred functions of the Churches 
and people where God in His providence may please to call him that 
they may receive him as becomes the saints inthe exercise of all 
those sacred duties that pertain to the Gospel Ministry.

Walker Family Historian Visits Fayetteville 


_.d. Wythe Walker of New York City made his annual visit tothe old 
home town’ (Fayetteville) in September. It was my pleasure to take him 
on a. visit to Prairie Grove, where he was properly impressed with the 
Battlefield Park development. Wythe, in turn, drove me out the Goshen 
Road to the Catholic cemetery, where his great-grandparents ( the 
meieue ) are buried. 

. We stopped at the Flinn home, inspected the family’ burying ground. in 
a locust grove behind the house, and speculated on the location of the 
first Cathohic church in Washington County. This is a historic spot 
and there should be a marker on the highway. Wythe did arrange to have 
a marker placed on the McCoy graves in the cemetery, 

And-as usual, he spent several hundred dollars in cleaning up the 
historic Walker burying ground on East Mountain in Fayetteville, It is 
too bad that the city of Fayetteville doesn't clean up our town's 
first cemetery, where sleep the Suttons, Wilsons, Jernigans, Watsons, 
Henrys, and other pioneers. It is across the road from the Confederate 
Cemetery and -could easily be made into an attractive place. The Walk- 
ers keep up their lot handsomely -—— as befits the last resting place 
of three kinsmen of Gen. George Washington, four Confederate officers, 
and three mayors of Fayetteville. Not to mention a U.S. Senator and a 
Chief. Justice of the Arkansas Supreme Court. 
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
